A'^HOT DEBATE; 



"0LEA2rZ.nrS!SS KBZT TO' aOSLZ- 
NBSS." 

A THRIVING INDUSTRY IN OUR MIDST 
THAT NEITHER ASKS AN " EXCLUSIVE 
PRIVILEGE" NOR A BONUS 

Somo years ago Mr. W. J. JoflVoo, the 
impular olotItier-,'and Mr. W. J. Peiulray 
conceived the iiloaof employing a poiliou 
of thoir capital in soiuo branch of iii- 
(luBtry then unreprosonted in tho pro 
vince. After turning tho idea over and 
over in tlioir minds they bocamB conviuo- 
0(1 that if this people wore ever to be- 
'COiue contented, happy and prosperous 
tihpxlnjusi first bo made clean; ana to ef- 
fect thai 'object cheaply and well the 
wherewithal to do it must bo produced in 
our midst. Tho projectors diacnverod 
tliat a very largo sum of- money was sent 
abroad eveiyyear to purchaso thesoap with 
wliich the faces, hands and garments of 
Columbia's sons and daughters wore purifi- 
ed. They'sa\v;tdo," thot gi-eat quantities of 
kitchen and butclior's fat and tallow, re- 
presenting several thousands of dollar.4 
annually, wore ••••"..ited for wsnt of tho 
inoans^to work them into a nuirchantiible 
articlo. _ The province was therefore 
sufTeringa double loss — lir8t,intliR money 
sent abroad to purchase tho cleansing 
agent; and, secoiid, in the value of the 
articles wasted for want of manufactures, 
n Undotcrrcd by tlio fact that five attempts 
to drive out foreign soaps had failed, 
those public-spirited and enoi'<'etic men 
rented a small premises on Humboldt 
street and proceeded in a quiet, unoston- 
iatious way to work oiitthoirproblom. The 
results that attended tli.eir etVorts for somo 
time Wore not encouraging. Thoy knew 
.ibsnlutely nothing about tho business. 
Thoy had to begin at the A B C of "tlie 
trade and gropo their way painfully and 
-expensively along tho path wliich, tivo 
predecessors had pursued to ruin. 
Rut they continued bravely on, unde- 
terred by many failures. Every failure 
was a success in that it brought them ex- 
jierionce, of which they sadly stood in 
need. After a few weeks of heavy loss 
..thoy had the groat satisfaction of placing 
gon^ldjiiiia^'ew; stores an articlo that was 
nnot^inferior ""to any imported soaj). 
Air beginner."! liavo a liard road to 
travel. People from years of use become 
' "sot "after a brand or name and that 
iittachinont or prejudice is alwaj-s hard to 
break down, liut Pendray & Co. deter- 
mined to overcome it and-in the face of 
many discouragements tliey indncod the 
public to give thoir manufacture a trial. 
In nearly every instance tho test was sat- 
isfactory. Business began to pour in upon 
. the firm and .soon they had roro ordora 
•• - than they could fill with their limited ap- 
" pliancea. Then came their first enlarge- 
ment. Tliey had mastered the A B C of 
the business and were fast becoming ac- 
complished scholars. By tho time thsy 
wore in a position to meet tho increased 
volume of business tho public had tho- 
roughly warmed to the importance of sup- 
porting and oncouraging home industry. 
They saw that not alone was a loiik stop- 
ped at tlio Customhouse, but tliey wore 
lenrning a lesson in domestic economy. 
They found that the kitchen fat which 
they hatl formerly been glad to give to a 
Heathen Chinee to feed to his hogs was 
really valuable, and that if saved and sent 
to the naw,soap factor ready money, or 
(what the sanie to thorn) soap 

might bo got for it. And tho butchers 
found that in place of seriding their tallow 
abroad for sale at a loss they realized a 
,rf:^)rofit by selling it to tho sOappiakers. The 
moment these facts had burned thoir way 
into the housekeeper's brains tlie suc- 
cess of Peiidray & Co, was assured and 
another enlargement became indispena- 
iiblo. This time tho firm bought lots on 
Humboldt street and erected commodious 
buildings thereon. The d.-illy output is 
now DOOO pounds, and tho works have 
a capacity of 18,000 pounds daily. Within 
a few days otearn, which greatly assi.Rts the 
process, has'been applied to all tlie boil- 
ers, and instead of one or two grades, as 
at first, the works now turn out ten dif- 
ferent varieties — from the delicately per- 
fumed toilet soap which tho most 
fastidious; 1)elle delights to wash with, 
to the commonest grade for In- 
dian use. Tho plant is very extensive, 
embracing four kettles — tho largest hav- 
ing a capacity of 1400. gallons — fitted witli 
every modern appliance for thorouglily re- 
fining the articles used in tho manufact- 
ure. A curious feature connected with 
the .wprks^is •in apmmtus that is called a 
digMt'or or retortf It is not unlike an im- 
mense steam boiler placed on end. Into 
thi-i digester or retort are placed several 
thousand pounds of grease which is sul)- 
ivjected to a heavy pressure from a stoam 
coil forseveral hours. After tho grease has 
been reduced to oil it is conducted through 
pipcsintotho great kettles or pans and there 
with tlio addition of tho usual ingredients 
it is made into soap. By an ingenious con- 
trivance the foul gases generated by tho 
process are carried into tho furnaces and 
there burnt leaving the establishment and 
neighborhood entirely free from dis- 
agreeable odors of any description. Tho 
\viiolo of this valuable plant was turned 
out at tho Albion Foundry in this city 
under tho superintendence of Mr.Androw 
'Gray. 

To-day Pendray & Co. 's soaps ore to be 
y found in all wholesale stores and on every 
retail shelf anil in all washhouses and 
laundries. Thoy have put to rout foreign 

• manufactured ilrticles, whicli it is no 
longer profitable to import. Their ex- 
cellence and cheapness commend them 

• to all iisers andl tho name of Prndr.w & 
Co. has becomo as "familiar" in people's 
mouths "as household word*." Unprotoet- 
ed by a bonus or "exclusive privilege;" 
against adverse criticism and prejudice;

SIS OARTVRIOHT VIOLATES T2E 
rZtOFBZBTIES OF PAIILXA- 
> vMBNT ■ ' ■ ■■ 

And 18 Stiaiadea' of Bu Ovn^Sliort- 

' .> ,coxaiasrs'.il ? ' ' * 

In tho Oomtnona on the 18th December 
SirR. J. Ca'rtwright, in replying to a 
speech in favor of tho Syndicate by Sii 
Charles Tuppor and Hon. Mr. Langevin, 
said that Sir Cliarles Tuppor had spoken 
of this as tho proudest ntoment of his life, 
and that his connection with the scheme 
would bo a substantial legacy to loavo his 
children. 

Sir Charloa Tuppor s.iid that the hon. 
gontloman atond in tho Housij and made 
a statement whioh was.aa utterly at var- 
iance with facts as it ^ssibly could bo. 
Ha was surprised that even that hoii. gen- 
tleman would make such a statement. 
(Excitement.) 

Sir R. J. Cartwright said they wore not 
dealing with men whose characters and 
antecedents in tho management of Pacific 
Railway contracts woro unknown. (Cheers.) 
The hon. gontloman must hear to bo re- 
minded of tho circi mstances which attend- 
ed the former Pacific scandal. Ho was 
strictly in order and strictly in hia right 
in referring to that. Ho then quoted 
from tho speech of tho I^Iinistor of Rail- 
ways as showing that ho had said that this 
contract would be tho promiost legacy ho. 
could loavo hia children. 

Sir Charles Tuppor said that lio did 
not say a substantial legacj-. 

Sir R. J. Cartwright said that if it was 
only to bo a legacy of fame, and not a 
substantial legacy, ho was sorry for his 
mist.ako, and hu was also sorry for tho 
poor cliildron. Hon. gontlonion did not 
like to bo romiiuled of tlic contnict wliich 
eight years ago hurled thotn from jjower, 
but it was proper tliiit the public atten- 
tion should bo ciiUed to tho uuuinoi' in 
whioli tlio lust I'ucifio contract w:i» iiiiui- 
agod. He could only account for tlioir 
bringing down this contract liy two liy- 
potheses. Tho first was that thoy woro 
mad. Tho second was that they woro 
bought. Recollecting the p.'ist liistorj^ of 
gentlemen oppoaito, it was not impossible 
that tlie contract might have been obtain- 
ed by improper moans. What had hap- 
pened in tho past might happen now. Ho 
did not say that it was his opinion, but it 
was a theory not to do lightly disniisfied. 
The country paid millions to got rid of 
tho Hud.-ion Day Company and wore now 
called upon ti.> piiy very nearly one hun- 
dred millioiii* l« create ;v Pacific syndicate 
monopoly. Ho iiiipcidod for delay in tlio 
consideration of tiiis Lucstioii, fearing 
that there niiyht be a repetition of the 
folly of 1871. He would recall the warn- 
ings which were given bv tho membor for 
Halton (Macdougall) by Sir A, T. Gait, 
and by himself, and to tho subscquont 
events which followed. Ho would also 
recall a statomont inado by tho chairman 
(Kirkpatrick) at that timo when he was 
afraid that that confounded Pacific Rail- 
way would bo the death of lialf-a-dozcn 
govcrnmentB before they wore through 
with it. Ho closed by stating that if the 
people were not consulted now thoy 
would bo heard from at tho polls. 

Sir Charles Tuppor said that tho hon. 
gontleman had been compelled by read- 
ing tho remarks whicli foil from him 
(Tupper) on a recent occasion to admit 
that ho had attempted to place a gross 
miGinterpretation on hia remarks. Ho 
was in tlio judgment of the House when 
ho said that the hon. gentleman found 
himself in tho position that ho was unable 
to deal with this great question in tho 
manner which' It required but had turned 
aside into gross, unmanly personalities. 
(Excitement.) Tliero is no source from 
which such unmanly insinuations would 
fall as harmless as from that hon. gontlo- 
man. Ho did not forgot tliat during tlie 
last five years that gentleman had oti'eiid- 
ed tho dignity of Parliament and violated 
the digivity of ParUajnentarf . debates, to 
an extent to which thoy had never perhaps 
been violated, by the remarks ho had made 
regarding the loader of tho present gov- 
ernment. What had he accomplished by 
it / H.ad ho injtirod his hon. friend ? No. 
An indspendent public opinion had con 
signed tlie hon. gentleman and the gov- 
ernment of whien he was a iirominent 
momber to oblivion, and reduced the party 
with which ho was connected to bo a more 
corporal's guard. Jlon who woro dislion- 
ost themselves saw dishonesty in others. 
Thoy looked into their own hearts, saw 
what thoy themselves would do and suppos- 
ed that others would do tho Bame. His 
position as a Minister of the Crown and 
as Minister of Public Works was impreg- 
nable. He referred to tho fact that after 
accepting oftico ho had to lat contracts 
amounting to six millions of dollars, .and 
when Parliament' met tho fiillesfiitforma- 
tion had been brought down. The' House 
rose without his action being challenged, 
but afterwards a paper (tho GMn') had 
slandered liiin. Ho was glad that its 
oditor (Mr. Gordon Jsixiwii^was now with- 
in sound of his voicu so that he could toll 
him that he had poured out the venom of 
his own black heart, (OrifiB of "oowardly" 
and cheers).

MoNTKK.vL, Dec. 18. — The arrest of Mr. 
Thomas F. O'Brien on a charge of forgery 
has rather startldd the people of Mon- 
treal, notwithstanding Mr. O'Brien's 
name having been prominently before the 
public in the several suits in which he 
has been prominent in tho Civic Courts 
during the past few years. Mr. O'Brien 
was in tho butter buinnoss thirteen or 
fourteen years ago in a humblo way, but 
was very successful, and rapidly amassed 
a snug fortune. He embarked upon tho 
sea of land speculation that set in just 
previous to tho hard times, and was reck- 
oned among tho milliouaires of Canada 
until the inflation subsided t«id 
brought real ostato down to its level. 
Since tlie depreciation in values and fall- 
ing oil' in demand ho has had very groat 
difliculties in holding his vast intorosts to- 
gether. He owned propeitj' in Montreal, 
in Mount Royal A'ale, and in many parts 
of tho Island. He was a customer to a 
very largo extent of the ConaoHdated 
Bank, and when that institution succumb- 
ed his diHiculties increased. He main- 
tained the solvency of his estate tlirougli 
several lawsuits, and ai)paroiitly did his 
best to meet iiayinoiit.s honestly. But 
several of his jiropertios woro seized and 
sold at tho sacrifice which a sherifTs sale 
generally makes. This notwithstanding 
ho maintains the solvency of his es- 
tate, and professes willingness to pay 
every dollar. Among otlior ))roporty 
purcliasod was part of tho estate of 
Daiiiol Hadley, deooased, and .Tolin 8. 
Knox, tho heirs of which took action 
against O'Brien for ?11,000. It was Mr. 
Henry Hadley who took the action," he 
being a brother of Mrs. Knox. To the 
surprise of tho hoirs, Mr. O'Brien filed as 
his plea in court a receipt purporting to 
be tliat of "Henry Hadley" for .$11,000 
"in full discharge of judginont and iiiort- 
gago on lot 'So. '2'2, St. James' Ward, City 
of Arontioal." "John Conway, witness." 
Tiio receipt having been exhibited in court, 
Mr. Hadley promptly denied having sign- 
ed it, and lost no timo in having a war- 
rant issued for the arrest o'-: Thomas V. 
O'lirion. The arrest was made after dark 
last night asJMr. O'Brien was leaving for 
home. He denied the charge very warmly, 
and this morning asked for bail. .Mr. 
Dcsnoyers granted the application, and 
fi.xod tho sum at .S8,000 personal bail and 

two sureties of 8-1,000 each. Up to a late i tho honor to remain, dear sir, your very 
hour this evening Mr. O'Brien liad boon ] obodiont sorvants, 
unable to procure bail. It appears tliat 
there are other chaises of foi^ory against 
Mr. O'Brien. One of these is for having 
as alleged forged tho name of II. A. Ram- 
say, advoi^nte, to a receipt for S7,000~ 
one thousand of which was for legal o\ 
ponses and tho balance being a sum duo 
the heirs of the estate of Hadley. Mr. 
Rams.ay denies having received tho inonoy 
and that lie signed tho roceipt. But the 
most gigantic operation alleged is that 
wliich the defunct Consolidated Bank will 
bo tho prosecutor. Tliu bank had a suit 
against Mr. O'lh-ien for §150,000 in an- 
swer to whicli the defendant filed a receipt 
for ,*u0,000 as in full of tho bank's claim 
against him, bearing the signature of "J. 
Ronnie. ' As iMr. Ronnie's peculiar posi- 
tion to tlie bank will likely keep him in 
St. Paul, Minn., for tho present, tho lat- 
ter meiitionod signature must remain a 
matter of doubt until ho is reached by 
coi-respondencB. • The bank .< authorities 
have written toliim on the 'subject, and 
ponding his answer will not jirosocute for 
the present. At a lato hour Mr. O'JJricn 
was .still without the necessary bail.
